Sorenson, m anager of 
the Philadelphia office of the NRA 
in explaining the compliance drive, 
said, “Tile Blue Eagle lias shed its 
milk teeth.

In the presence of more than 1.200 
persons, the rem ains of two confed­ 
erate soldiers, killed in the battle of 
Gettysburg, were buried with full 
m ilitary honors in the W ashington 
Confederate cemetery, Hagerstown, 
Sunday afternoon. 
The bodies of the two southerners 
were found along the Emmitsburg 
road last summer. 
Brief rem arks were made at tin* 
service by the Rev. Dr. J, Edward 
Harms, who served as chaplain. He 
said that they hut! fought for what 
they believed right und had bravely 
given their lives. 
Members of the Hagerstown ciutp- 
ter of the United D aughters of the 
Confederacy placed flowers on the 
casket as it was lowered into the 
grave. The casket was draped with 
a confederate flag, laid iii state in 
front of the court house for 15 m in­ 
utes before the procession started 
for the cemetery. 
The American Legion had charge 
of the services, which were conduct­ 
ed according to the standard Legion 
ritual.
